Applicant's response to the previous Office communication filed on May 9, 2006 is acknowledged. However, Applicant's 
acknowledgment of the cancellation of Claims 39-50 along with an election to prosecute previously presented claims 51-70 is still 
considered non-responsive to the restriction election requirement set forth in the Office action mail dated October 3i, 2005 for the 
following reasons: 

The amendment filed on February 26, 2006 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
withdrawn Claims 1-38 are directed to a method for preventing or inhibiting angiogenesis in a person, a method for providing a 
compound with a high oxygen radical absorbance capacity and a method for preventing or inhibiting the growth of Helicobacter 
pylori in a person, and previously presented Claims 51-70 are directed to inventions drawn to compositions comprising two or more 
berry extracts having claim-designated functional effects, whereas the invention of elected but cancelled Claims 39-50 is drawn to a 
composition that prevents or inhibits angiogenesis of Helicobacter pylori or acts as a powerful antioxidant in the human body. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE (1)
